Prosecuting Attorney Edward 
W. Garnholz of St. Louis county 
announced today he would act 
against Sheriff Orion J. Litz- 
inger, either by filing suit to 
Oust the sheriff from office or | 
by seeking indictments against 
him from the circuit court | 
grand jury. 

Meanwhile, Litzinger today 
issued a statement through his 
attorney, Hale W. Brown, in 
which he said he would “bring 
to light négligence and inat- 
tention to duty by at least four 
current officeholders in St 
Louis county” whenever his 
case is aired in court. 

Garnholz began his investi- 
gation after the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed the sheriff had col- 
lected “expenses” from both 
the state and_ professional 
bondsmen for returning bail 
jumpers. 

Discussing his inquiry into 
the Litzinger case, Garnholz | 
said: “The results up to this 
time convince me that my of- | 
fice will take action in one of | 
two ways upon completion of | 
the investigation. 

“Either a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding or an ouster suit, as it 
is commonly called, will be 
filed to remove the. sheriff 
from public office, or the en- 
tire matter will be presented to 
the grand jury for its consider- 
ation. 

“However, until fulk com- 
plete results of the inquiry are 
in my hands, a legal determi- 
nation of the applicable cause 
of action to be taken would be. 
premature.” 

Demands ‘Day in Court.’ 

Garnholz’s announcement 
came after Litzinger broke a 
week-long public silence last 
night by issuing his first state- 
ment, through Brown, demand- 
ing that he is given ‘“‘a day in 
court.” 

In the new statement today, 
Brown, a Kirkwood lawyer, 
Said: “On behalf of Mr. Litzin- 
ger I wish to state at this time 
that as far progressed as we 
are in his books, he has as yet 
uncovered no instance where . 
the state and Roy Graham (one 
of the bondsmen) have paid 
for the same trip for Litzinger 
and his guard. 

“If there is any error in the 
bookkeeping system Mr. = Litz- 
inger has been using, it will 
be because of negligence and 
inattention to duty on the 
part of certain other office- 
holders in St. Louis county. 

“During the hearing he has 
requested he wiil bring to 
light negligence and inatten- 
tion to duty of at least four 
current officeholders now in 
St. Louis county, and probably 
more, and he will not hesitate 
to bring out the negligence 
and inattention to duty of 
these officeholders as. this 
matter progresses.’ 

Brown declined to name the 
officeholders referred to in 
the statement. 

Provisions of Law. 

An ouster suit .would be 
brought under Section 106.220 
of the Missouri Statutes. 

The section provides that 
“any person elected or appoint- 
ed to any county, city, town or 
township office in this state, 
except such officers as may be 
subject to removal by impeach- 
ment, who shall fail personally 
to devote his time to the per- 
formance of the duties of such 
office, or who shall be guilty 
of anv willful or fraudulent vio- 
lation or neglect of any official 
duty, or who shall knowingly 
or willfully fail or refuse to 
do or perform any official act 
or duty which by law it is his

NON-STOP MARK 


Le May Flies Jet Plane 
on Non-Refueling 


Trip, Massachusetts 


to Buenos Aires.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 12 
(AP)—Gen. Curtis E. LeMay 
flew a. giant United States Air 
Force tanker here from Mas- 
sachusetts today, setting a 
world distance and speed rec- 
ord for no-refueling non-stop 


jet flight. 

The Air Force vice chief of 
staff, an expert in long-range 
air power, said he flew the 
estimated 6350 miles in 13 
hours, 3'2 minutes. His aids 
estimated the average speed 
for the swept-wing KC-135 
tanker at 484 miles per hour. 
They said exact figures would 


be issued later. 

The obvious purpose of the 
mission was to demonstrate the 
long reach of United States air 
power. LeMay, 
of the United States Strategic 
Air Force, who himself held 
the tanker’s controls for eight 
hours of the flight, said “‘it 
was just another cross-country 
flight.” 

Recalls 1938 Flight. 

Smiling a bit wearily as he 
emerged from the plane, he re- 
called that he had visited 
Buenos Aires in 1938 as part 
of a bomber group flying pro- 
peller-driven B-17s. 

“It’s 20 years later, we are 
a little older and we are flying 
better airplanes,” he remarked. 

LeMay flew to Argentine 
capital to take part in observ- 
ance of Argentina’s national 
Aviation week. 

He was to meet President 
Pedro Aramburu later today 
and present the greetings of 
President Eisenhower to the 
Argentine people. 

The KC-135, which provides 
a global range to United States 
B-52 bombers by refueling 
them in flight, left Westover 
Air Force Base, Mass., at 4:48 
yesterday with the gen- 
eral and a crew of 18. It 
touched down at Ezeiza airport 
here at 5:50 a.m. 

Waves From Plane. 

The bulky LeMay, nick- 
named “Cigar” because of his 
smoking habits, waved from 
the pilot’s position as_ the 
plane rolled to a stop. 

Emerging, he shook hands 


with United States Ambassador | 


Willard Beaulac, Gen. Alfredo 
Bedoya, Argentine Air Force 
chief of staff, and other United 
States and Argentine officers. 

The KC-135, which costs be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000, 
is being delivered by the Boe- 
ing company in Seattle to the 
Air Force at the rate of five 
per month. The plane is in 
operation at two air bases, 
Castle in California and Loring 
in Maine. 

It is the Air Force’s tanker 
version of the Boeing 707 jet 
airliner which is expected to 


go into commercial service late 


in 1958 or early 1959. 

It also is adaptable, the Air 
Force said, to carrying troops 
and cargo at jet speed and high

SETS FOR FIRST 
U.S. SATELLITE 


St. Louis amateur radio op- 


erators are modifying their 
sets at a cost of $35 and up 
each, so they will be ready to 


receive signals from the Lnited 
States satellite when it is sent 
aloft. several ham operators 
reported today. 

The high trequency receiv- 
ers with which most hams are 
eauipped will not pick up sig- 
nals above about 30 or 40 mega- 
cycles. America’s satellite is 
to broadcast on 108.3 megacy- 
cles, in the very high frequen- 
range 
Russia's Sputniks I and II, 
now no longer audible, were 
sending at 20 and 40 megacy- 
cles. Most hams could get one 
or both signals. To be able to 
pick up the American signal, 
they must install converters 
and in some cases strengthen 
ampilfication. 

It was explained that the 
higher American frequency is 
better for scientific use. Plot- 
ting the satellite's course, for 
example, will be easier. Fre- 
quencies used by the Russians 
could be heard by most of the 


world’s radio amateurs.

The committee at the 
outset rejected a Soviet-backed 
Indian proposal to invite North 
Korea to take part in the <dis- 
cussions, 

Judd compared the North 
Korean regime to gangsters in 
the sharp East-West exchange 
which preceded the vote. The 
Indian proposal was turned 
down by a vote of 20 in favor, 
36 against and 20 abstaining. 
The committee then seated 
Ambassador You Chan Yang 
of South Korea with the under- 
standing that he could speak, 
but not vote. 

In his main speech, Judd 
outlined four steps by which 
the Communists could demon- 
strate their desire for a Ko- 
rean settlement. 

He called on them to: 

“1. Withdraw the thousands 
of Chinese Communist troops 
of aggression which still oc- 
cupy North Korea in _  de- 
fiance of the United Nations 
resolution of Feb. 1, 1951. 

“2. Respond to the fair and 
still outstanding United Na- 
tions proposals for the peace- 
ful unification of Korea. 

“3. Honor their obligation 
under the armistice agreement 
to account satisfactorily for 
2720 military personnel whose 
fate still remains unknown. 

“4. Return the thousands of 
abducted South Korean civil- 
iahs to their homes in South 
Korea or, at least, 
their fate.” 

The Indian proposal was in 
the form of an amendment to 
a United States resolution call- 
ing on the committee to invite 
South Korea to participate in 
the debate. 

After the rejection of the 
Indian amendment, the United 
States proposal was approved 
by a vote of 44 to 15 with 16 
abstentions.

Eagleton said sufficient pre- 
liminary information had been 
obtained to begin questioning 
individuals. 

Study Developed ‘Leads.’ 

The comparison of the li- 
cense and earnings tax returns, 
and other information received 
by the circuit attorney’s office, 
has developed “leads” for in- 
vestigation. Eagleton previously 
said the license tax returns of 
“50 to 60"" merchants and man- 
ufacturers are being studied. 


Eagleton is still seeking a 
south St. 
apvliance dealer to question 
him about reports that the 
dealer paid $500 over a period 
of five years to two men who 
represented themselves as em- 
ployes in the License Collec- 
tors office 

The dealer's wife told Eagle- 
ton that her husband has been 
out of the city since last week 
on a deer hunting trip, and 
that she does not know when 
he plans to return. 

Eagleton said he wanted to 
question the merchant about 
reports that the dealer gave the 
men a $100 check made out to 
cash each vear since 1953, on 
their representation that the 
money was to pay the state's 
share of his merchant's license 
tax. 

State Ruling Due. 

All license taxes are collect- 
ed by Hayden's office, and the 
funds are later distributed to 
the city and other govern- 
mental units sharing in the re- 
ceipts. 

Attorney General John M. 
Dalton is expected to give an 
opinion within a few days ‘on 
whether state income and sales 
tax returns can be turned over 
to Eagleton for use in his in- 
vestigation. The circuit attor- 
ney had asked for the state 
tax returns filed by the indi- 
viduals and firms under inves- 
tigation. for the purpose of a 
further comparative check on 
their merchants and manufac- 
turers tax returns. 

State Revenue Director Mil- 
ton Carpenter expressed a will- 
ingness to give the records to 
Eagleton, but asked Dalton to 
advise him whether he has le- 
gal authority to do so. 

Meanwhile, arrangements 
were being made for an audit 
and survey of merchants and 
manufacturers tax returns, un- 
der the direction of Comptrol- 
ler John H. Poelker. Plans 
call for a check on the license 
tax returns of larger manufac- 
turing firms and merchants, 
through a comparison with the 
earnings tax returns filed by 
these taxpayers. 

This phase of the inquiry was 
prompted by a survey made for

Sixty-six years 
old, his experience in world 
diplomacy goes back to the 
Versailles peace conference 
and the League of Nations. He 
has served as a member of the 
Permanent Court of Arbitra- 
tion at The Hague, was rappor- 
teur of the Bandung confer- 
ence of Asian and African 
countries in 1955, and last 
year, as president of the U. N. 
General Assembly, presided 
over the action taken by the 
Assembly in both the Middle 
Eastern and Hungarian crises. 


Independent Nation. 


Prince Wan also is Foreign 
Minister of Thailand—a coun- 
try which is a member of the 
Southeast Asia treaty organiza- 
tion and maintains close ties 
with the United States, but 
withal remains what it has 
been through its history, an in- 
dependent nation. 

In suggesting a “truce” in 
the cold war, Prince Wan was 
thinking more than anything 
else of nuclear weapons tests. 
He voted in favor of the Amer- 
ican-sponsored resolution tying 
a suspension of tests in with 
other disarmament steps. 


“But this does not end the 
matter.” he said. “Sweden 
speaks of a moratorium in 


nuclear weapons tests. I sup- 
pose people are thinking of a 
temporary suspension of tests. 
Would not this add up to a 
truce? 

“IT say it is not up to the 
General Assembly to recom- 
mend such a step to the atomic 
powers. But perhaps the As- 
sembly could appeal to those 
powers to come to an agree- 


ment under which tests could 
be suspended. 
“Of course this agreement 


would have to include certain 
conditions. But I am by no 
means convinced that these 
conditions could not be worked 
out. 
‘Truce Would Be Acclaimed.’ 
“And I am convinced,” 
Prince Wan continued, “that 
such a test suspension—a truce 
—not only would be acclaimed 
by people all over the world, 
and perhaps especially in Asia, 
but would change the whole 
atmosphere of world affairs.” 
A temporary suspension of 
nuclear weapons tests, in fact, 
might expedite acceptance of 
the further disarmament steps 
envisaged in the American- 
sponsored disarmament resolu- 
tion, Prince Wan _ believes. 
These steps include a long-term 
cessation of tests, a cessation 
of production of fissionable ma- 
terials for weapons, reduction 
of stocks of nuclear weapons, 


reduction of conventional armed | 


forces, disarmament inspection 
including the ‘“‘open skies” plan, 
and a study of control of the 
use of outer space. 
Furthermore, in the’ im- 
proved atmosphere, Prince 
Wan believes that direct nego- 
tiations to reduce world ten- 
sions might well take place 
among the United States and 
perhaps other free world pow- 
ers, and the Soviet Union. 
Preparation Needed for Talks. 
“On principle,” Prince Wan 
said, “I must say that I am not 
opposed to a summit confer- 
ence. However, much prepara- 


tion is necessary for such acon- | « 


ference. Meanwhile,  discus- 
sions can be held at other lev- 
els, and contacts can be sought 
through third parties.” 


Because he believes such ne-| 


gotiations are necessary, 
Prince Wan is less than enthu- 
siastic about schemes now be- 
ing discussed backstage at the 
United Nations under which 
Russia would be induced to re- 
join some kind of United Na- 
tions disarmament talks. Rus- 
sia has announced its refusal 
to participate further in dis- 
armament talks in the old five- 
nation U.N. disarmament sub- 
committee.

“Thus,” Prince Wan contin- 
ued, ‘most of the causes of 
tension in the Middle East will 
tend to disappear as oil be- 
comes less important as a 
power source—as it is replaced 
by atomic energy.” 

Until that time, the causes 
of friction in the Middle East 


will remain, but Prince Wan 
does believe that the friction 
itself can be reduced by vari- 


ous East-West negotiations. 

He favors, for instance, an 
agreement under which the 
East-West rivalry would not be 
expressed as an arms-shipment 
race, though it might continue 
in other forms. An economic- 
development rivalry, he indi- 
cated, might be the most con- 
structive form. 

Situation in Asia. 

In speaking of the. situation 
in Asia—and of Red China— 
Prince Wan was discuss a 
question of vital interest to his 
own country, which not only is 
close to Red China in South- 
east Asia, but has within its 
borders some 3,000,000 Chinese 
people, out of a total popula- 
tion of 25.000.000. Neverthe- 
less, he discussed the Chinese 
question, as other questions, 
with frankness—and independ- 
ence. 

“Il agree,” he said, 
is important to place Red 
China under the restraints of 
the international community.” 

This means, he said, that it 
would be desirable to have 
mainland China _ represented 
in the United Nations.

“errors,” Zhukov had deliber- 
ately and effectively restricted 
the work of party units and 
representatives in the Soviet 
army and navy. 

According to this account, 
Zhukov's attitude toward his 
old comrades in arms had 
undergone a slow but steady 
change in the last year or so. 
He is reported to have become 
more and more impressed with 
his own importance. 

Marshals and generals be- 
came increasingly irritated over 
being ignored, treated like 
errand boys and having their 
ideas on important matters 
treated with contempt, the 
sources said. When efforts to 
influence Zhukov failed, they 
took their case to the party. 


The sources who recount 
this version of the Zhukov af- 
fair said that the case was so 
strong that Khrushchev and 
his colleagues on the Presid- 
ium decided that firm action 
had to be taken.

‘Grossly Unfair’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of Nov. 5 regard- 
ing the “Unfairness in a Tax’’ gen- 
erated this missive. With the pos- 
sible exception of the federal in- 
come tax, the St. Louis merchants 
and manufacturers tax is probably 
the most grossly unfair tax of all. 

Two specific examples should be 
more convincing than reams of 
generalized invectives. For in- 
stance, the tax burden on a new 
car dealer as against the burden on 
a restaurant owner. 

First we should agree the words 
“gross profit’ mean simply that 
money received in a sale over and 
above the cost of the thing sold. 

ssume that our two merchants are 
endeavoring to make $200 gross 
profit with which to pay the rest 
of their business expenses (includ- 
ing this abominable tax). 

For the new-car dealer the ex- 
ample might be a new-car sale in 
which a fairly recent model is 
traded in and this in turn traded 
for an older model and the older 
model sold for cash. The sales fig- 
ures are as follows: 


Sale. Cash. Trade. 
New car $2000 $1000 $1000 
First usedcar 1000 500 500 
Second used car 500 500 None 


Total sales $3500 $2000 


When the second used car has 
been sold this is known in the 
trade as the “wash out’’—that is, 
the original new car that cost $1800 
was finally reduced to cash in the 
amount of $2000 and hence a gross 
profit of $200. 

The restaurant owner, on the 
other hand, sells food that cost 
$200 for about $400, leaving a gross 
profit of $290. 

* = * 

The merchants tax on sales is 
$1.25 per $1000 of sales. The car 
dealer pays $4.3714 on the $3500 in 
sales it took him to earn $200. The 
restaurant owner pays but 50 cents 
on the $400 in sales that it took 
him to earn $200. 

The car dealer pays almost nine 
times as much merchants tax to 
achieve the same amount of gross 
profit as the restaurant owner. 

To make a bad situation worse 
the car dealer has two to four 
months’ sales in inventory. The 
restaurant owner, on the other 
hand, need keep but a few days’ 
inventory — probably less than a 
week’s—on hand. Here the un- 
fairness is even more magnified be- 
cause the inventories are taxed at 
$22.50 per $1000 of assessed value. 

At this point it is easy to visual- 
ize the screaming recriminations be- 
tween new-car dealers and restau- 
rant owners. Actually the problem 
is between low gross profit and 
high gross profit business men; and 
like wise between low inventory and 
high inventory business men. Both 
the gross profit and _ inventory 
variances are dictated by business 
reasons totally removed from the 
merchants license problem. 

The low gross profit new-car 
dealér has plenty of company with 
other business men, e.g., building 
contractors, grocers, tobacco and 
liquor vendors. The high gross 
profit restaurateur has respectable 
companions in jewelers, furriers, 
clothiers and department stores. 

. . . 

So far I have offered only de- 
structive criticism—an easy task 
with any tax. 

Why not base the merchants li- 
censée at a predetermined ratio of 
the preceding earnings tax—say, 
for example five or 10 times the 
earnings tax—enough to equal the 
present revenue from licenses? This 
should have several advantages: 

1. The license tax would be tied 
in with the earnings tax, which in 
turn is tied in with the federal tax 
and the concomitant vigorous fed- 
eral enforcement. In a sense the 
city would get a “free ride” at the 
expense of the Government. 

2. The city would rid itself of the 
expense of enforcement and could 
devote its energies to ferreting 
out those merchants (and manufac- 
turers) who have no license. 

3. This will also have the double 
benefit .of verifying that an earn- 
ings tax return had been filed. 

4. Merchants in general should 
be more likely to feel their compet- 
itors and other merchants were 
paying their fair share.

Care for the Elderly 


Missouri confronts an inexorably growing 
problem in the care of its elderly citizens. It 
is a problem which should receive our best 
thought and planning now. so that we will not 
wake up to it a few years hence and find our 
obligations shamefully unfulfilled while our re- 
sources for meeting them are _ hopelessly 
swamped. 

Even without a growth in its total population, 
Missouri will have more citizens of advanced 
years as time goes on. The percentage of elderly 
persons in the entire population of the United 
States is growing. In the first half of the present 
century, while the population as a whole was 
doubling, the number of persons 65 or older 
quadrupled. This elder population now numbers 
about 14,750,000, is increasing at the rate of 
1000 a day, and in another 10 years will reach 
around 20,000,000. 


In Missouri there are estimated to be at pres- 
ent about 14,000 elderly persons in need of 
nursing-home care. According to the national 
forecast we can expect that in the coming 10 
years there will grow up gradually a need for 
5000 more nursing-home accommodations. May- 
be some of them will be needed as early as next 
year. At the same time, we are at least 1200 
beds short of meeting the present demand. 

The 1200-bed shortage Is a result of tightened 
new safety regulations which grew out of the 
nursing-home fire at Warrenton las® February. 
Most of the nursing homes in the state made 
improvements to conform to the new laws. Some 
200 to 300 of the 700 that were operating in 
Missouri closed instead. So the demand within 
the 10 years ahead will be for between 6000 and 
7000 new nursing home beds, scattered over 
the state where the need exists. 

Some new nursing homes are being built, but 
not enough. And while there are many nursing 
homes in Missouri cities, the situation is not so 
fortunate in outstate rural areas. Worse still, 
the price of the best nursing homes is often be- 
yond the means of the elderly. 

What are the minimum ingredients of a nurs- 
ing-home program for Missouri? First, an or- 
ganized state-wide effort to stimulate the con- 
struction and operation of new nursing homes 
where they are needed, at prices that can be 
paid. Second, an increase in the state old-age 
assistance payment to those needing nursing- 
home care and unable to afford it. Old-age as- 
sistance is now limited to a maximum of $60 a 
month. In order to increase it for needy nurs- 
ing home patients, the Legislature ought to 
adopt a lien and recovery law, under which the 
state could recover assistance payments from the 
estates of beneficiaries. A lien and recovery law 
would keep free riders off the rolls and increase 
the funds available for the genuinely needy. 

Since we know in advance that care of the 
elderly will be an increasing problem in the 
future, Missouri ought to make a prompt Begin- 
ning toward facing it. 
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Bigger Than a Nail 


India’s financial emissary had little to say for 
publication while in the United States, and not 
much more when he reached home again. But 
his arrival in New Delhi is followed by word 
from the Indian capital that contracts have been 
signed with the Soviet Union for the construc- 
tion of four plants, each a major project in In- 
dia’s second five-year plan. 

The Russians will build a heavy machine plant, 
a coal-mining machinery factory, an optical-glass 
factory and a power station. Cost of these proj- 
ects is estimated to be roughly $126,000,000; and 
Russia has agreed to provide any needed foreign 
exchange at an annual rate of 214 per cent inter- 
est, repayable in 12 annual installments. This is 
in addition to the steel mill and an agricultural 
machinery plant already being built by the Rus- 
sians for India. 

The contract, which was signed after a year 
of negotiating, may not be as sensational as a 
sputnik, but it cértainly is not as insignificant 
as a nail. So one may wonder whether Washing- 
ton still remembers that for the want of a nail 
a nation was lost. 
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Slave Schools vs. Free Schools. 
. Russian achievements in science imply a com- 
parably advanced system of education. Whatever 
may be said of a genius, competent scientists 
do not just “happen along.” 
This Russian educational apparatus now has 
been analyzed in a 226-page report of the United 
States Office of Education. As Lawrence G. Der- 
thick, head of that office, says, it is not a system 
that could be accepted in the United States. 
Drafting graduates for the teaching profession 
and forcing young people into various fields of 
study, according to the needs of the state, are 
dictatorial procedures impossible in a democ- 
racy. Even more alien is mandatory Marxian 
indoctrination—or any indoctrination. 


The practical accomplishments of the Russian 
schools, however, are a challenge. The needs of 
the Russian state are largely technical and scien- 
tific. The Russian schools cater to them from 
the beginning. Secondary school graduates—who 
in 10 years approximate the work done in our 
schools in 12—have had 5 years of physics, 10 
years of mathematics and 4 years of chemistry. 

By comparison, only one third of our 1955 high 
school graduates had taken even one year of 
chemistry; about one fourth had studied physics 
for a year; less than a seventh had taken ad- 
vanced mathematics. 

How many American schools offer trigonome- 
try and calculus in the ninth and tenth grades? 
And while 65 per cent of the students in Russian 
institutions of higher learning study English, how 
many American state university students are 
taking Russian? 

Enrollment in Russian schools also shows sen- 
sational increases. That of the 10-year primary- 
secondary schools has gone up from 11% mil- 
lions in 1927 to more than 30 millions; students 
in higher institutions increased from 169,000 in 
1927 to 1,867,000 last year. (During that period 
American college and university enrollments 
went from 1,114,000 to 2,996,000). There also 
has been an increase from 189,000 in 1927 to 
1,961,000 last year in Russian semi-professional 
schools which in from one to three years turn 
out specialists to support the work of scientists, 
engineers and other professionals. 

Qualitatively and quantitatively, the Russian 
record is impressive. But do even the relatively 
high salaries and the social position accorded 
trained individuals compensate for the slavery 
of a system under which the state drafts boys 
from 14 to 18 years of age for training and work 
wherever it needs them? 

The great amount of time given to the work 
demanded by the state indicates how little is left 
for the historical, philosophical and cultural sub- 
jects essential to a high civilization. 

But the immediate utility of Russian schooling 
is not to be denied. While it is inconceivable 
that American education should ever be so ex- 
clusively adapted to Government needs, the chal- 
lenge to free education remains—the challenge 
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to show that—with adequate support—it can 
match the technical accomplishments of totali- 
tarian education while nurturing those values 
which make totalitarianism an abomination. 
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Mr. Dulles and Mr. Stevenson 

The Administration’s effort to draw Adlai 
E. Stevenson into the preparations for the De- 
cember NATO conference—and, according to 
some reports, to make him an adviser at the 
conference—is to be welcomed insofar as it be- 
speaks revived interest in the bipartisan forma- 
tion of foreign policy. 

Gov. Stevenson could not fairly be asked, how- 
ever, to share the responsibility for American 
foreign policy without also sharing the authority 
for it. As an adviser or planner or at some other 
subordinate level he could not share that au- 
thority. And so he was justified in giving the 
answer that he would be happy to be useful 
where possible, but could not be put in the posi- 
tion of taking responsibility for policy-making. 

Secretary Dulles, from all reports, has become 
highly unpopular with our NATO allies. It is* 
quite understandable that he should wish to 
borrow some of Gov. Stevenson’s prestige with- 
out losing control of policy. Gov. Stevenson 
would be performing an act of patriotic sacrifice 
to accept. But if it is Secretary Dulles who has 
aroused distrust among our allies, the act of 
patriotic sacrifice might more suitably come 
from him. 

If President Eisenhower wished to make Gov. 
Stevenson Secretary of State, that, of course, 
would be another matter. As a policy maker 
he would be in a very different position from 
that which he would occupy as adviser, roving 
ambassador, or some other subordinate official. 
But somehow it is difficult to imagine Secretary 
Dulles yielding up his cabinet seat to Gov. Ste- 
venson—and just as difficult to imagine the 
President asking Mr. Dulles to do so. 

Twice in recent weeks now Gov. Stevenson’s 
name has cropped up as a possible appointee of 
President Eisenhower—first for the Civil Rights 
Commission, now for diplomacy. Without being 
too suspicious, we have an odd feeling that if 
traced to their source these proposals would turn 
out to have emanated from the fertile brain of 
Vice President Nixon. Mr. Nixon is hoping to run 
for President in 1960 and it would be convenient 
to him if the remote possibility of having to run 
against Gov. Stevenson were eliminated. There 
could scarcely be a more effective way of remov- 
ing Gov. Stevenson from any consideration as 
the 1960 Democratic nominee than to bring him 
into the Eisenhower Administration. 
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The Harm Done to Basic Research 

The Defense Department’s need for basic re- 
search as an aid to weapons development has 
been acute in the colleges and universities, and 
that is exactly where the damage done by penny- 
pinching has been worst. Fortunately the new 
Secretary of Defense, Neil H. McElroy, has 
modified the order that did the harm. Whether 
he will get all the funds he needs is another 
matter. 

The sudden cancellations and the abrupt cut- 
backs that began last summer would have been 
ruinous to most large business enterprises. 
Leading scientists have cited numerous exam- 
ples of how these cancellations and cutbacks 
have seriously interfered with basic research at 
many colleges and universities. One of the con- 
tracts dropped at New York University con- 
cerned research on solid fuels for missiles, a 
vitally important field in which Soviet Russia 
may be ahead of us. Columbia was a bit more 
fortunate in that it did not have to stop work 
on its 3000-mile radar experimental program, 
although it was “compelled at times to scramble 
for’ the necessary funds to keep going. Several 
important physics projects at Washington Uni- 
versity were affected by a 5 per cent cut in 
funds, but fortunately this has now been re- 
scinded and the projects are going ahead on the 


_original plans. 


Could anyone doubt that penny-pinching which 
stops or harasses such important projects seri- 
ously impairs the national defense? The harm 
done is manifold. First the project is abandoned 
or slowed down. Then the scientists heading it 
find themselves forced to change horses in mid- 
stream. And the graduate students, who labor 
for very small pay because they are learning, are 
stranded on an unfinished or crippled project. 

Secretary McElroy appears to have proper 
appreciation for basic research, whereas Charles 
E. Wilson was completely insensitive to it. 
If Mr. McElroy gets the money he needs, it can 
be hoped that he will see that research does not 
suffer again.

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Adm. Strauss’s Correction 

In Adm. Strauss’s communication to the letter 
column today, we are glad to have straightened 
out a point of fact in the complicated conflict-of- 
interest case arising from the Dixon-Yates deal. 

The statement to which the AEC chairman 
objects was reprinted here from Arthur Krock’s 
column in The New York Times late in 1955. 
Discussing still-secret facts about Dixon-Yates 
which he hoped would be brought out if a dam- 
age suit were tried, Mr. Krock referred to 
Adolphe H. Wenzell, whose dual role formed the 
basis of the conflict-of-interest charge. 


Mr. Krock wrote that one of the questions he 
hoped would be answered by testimony was: “If, 
as Chairman Strauss of the AEC has said, he 
supposed Wenzell to be only a consultant of the 
Bureau of the Budget until the Senators dis- 
closed the other connection, what explanation 
for this, and for the omission in the ‘complete’ 
record, did the bureau make to the President, 
assuming he ever asked it to make one?” 

This statement by Mr. Krock is denied by 
Adm. Strauss. He says he testified repeatedly he 
knew Mr. Wenzell only as a representative of a 
New York investment house specializing in util- 
ity securities, First Boston Corp., and did not 
know he had any connection with the Budget 
Bureau. 


Mr. Wenzell, who also appeared before the 
Senate subcommittee on anti-trust and monopoly, 
testified he told Adm. Strauss he represented 
the Budget Bureau. Adm. Strauss says Mr. Wen- 
zell is mistaken. To make the matter more baf- 
fling, if possible, it was brought out in testimony 
that General Manager Nichols and Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager Cook of the AEC knew Mr. Wen- 
zell as a Budget Bureau representative. 


Thus the situation is that the chairman of 
AEC knew Mr. Wenzell as a representative of 
First Boston but not as a representative of the 
Budget Bureau, while the general manager and 
his assistant knew him as a representative of the 
Budget Bureau but not as a representative of 
First Boston. How it happened that the chairman 
never compared notes with the general manager 
and assistant manager remains a mystery.

Japan: Occupation to Freedom 


The Mirrer

Tokyo newspaper says Japanese want to erase memories and 
solicies of Occupation period; United States has already agreed 
to modify defense treaty according to U.N. Charter; but more 
military autonomy runs into Constitution which renounces war.

The government is fighting hard to 
erase the remnants of the Occupation 
days from Japanese society but has 
failed so far to eliminate the biggest 
of them, the Japan-United States Se- 
curity Treaty. 

Attempts by meowere Japanese 
governments to revise the Occupation- 
day military treaty have failed in the 
face of the American wish to substi- 
tute a mutual defense agreement cov- 
ering the western 
Pacific with Ja- 
pan’s armed forces 
modernized and 
strengthened. This 
American wish is 
also the desire of 
the Conservative 
leaders of Japan 

ut the war-re- 
nouncing Constitu- 
tion stands in their 
Way. 

Last month, the 
Government in- 
vented an expedi- a 
ency to give amore Nobusuke Kishi 
independent out- 
look to Japan’s role in military rela- 
tions with the United States. 

One of the major charges against 
the Security Treaty has been directed 
at its Article I which grants the 
United States unilateral rights to dis- 
pose and use American armed forces 
in and around Japan. This causes mis- 
givings, and reasonable misgivings 
they are, in the nation in which the 
United States is free, if it so chooses, 
to start hostilities that will involve 
Japan. 

To clear up these misgivings, the 
governments of Japan and the United 
States on Sept. 14 exchanged notes 
“regarding the relationship between 
the Japanese - American Security 
Treaty and the United Nations Char- 
ter.” This, according to Foreign Min- 
ister Fujiyama, is to impose a sort of 
“frame of action” on the American 
forces in Japan by binding them with 
the obligations toward the U.N., of 
which both countries are members. 


In the notes exchanged, the two 
governments confirmed three points 
as “common understanding” regarding 
the relations between the Security 
Treaty and the U. N. Charter: 


Point I is the confirmation that the 
U. N. Charter takes precedence over 
the Japan - United States Security 
Treaty; that is, the Security Treaty 
functions within the bounds of the 
rights and obligations prescribed in 
the U. N. Charter. 

Point II is the confirmation of the 
obligation of U. N. member nations 
not to resort, in principle, to the 
threat or use of force to settle inter- 
national disputes. 

Point III, the most important of 
the three points, confirms that the use 
of force under the Security Treaty is 
permitted only for self-defense and 


only until such ti.ne as the U. N. Se- 
curity Council takes action suitable 
and necessary for the maintenance of 
peace and security. 


It further confirms that each mili- 
tary action taken for the purpose of 
self-defense under the Security Treaty 
must be immediately reported to the 
Security Council and that both gov- 
ernments accept the authority and 
responsibility of the Security Council 
to take such action as it deems neces- 
sary to maintain or restore interna- 
tional peace and securityr- 


It is also confirmed that the notes 
will form the basis of the conduct for 
discussions of the Japanese-American 
Committee on Security which was es- 
tablished to smoothen military ar- 
rangements between the two countries. 


When Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi flew to Washington in June, he 
brought with him a plan for revision 
of the Security Treaty. His plan in- 
cluded the following: 


To make the stationing of armed 
forces in Japan not only the right of 
the United States as stipulated in the 
Security Treaty but also its obligation 
based on Japan’s request to prevent 
any unilateral action by the United 
States. 

To remove from the purposes of 
American forces in Japan the putting 
down of large-scale internal riots and 
disturbances in Japan. 


To stress in clearcut, written lan- 
guage the need of consultation be- 
tween the two governments over the 
security setup in Japan. 


Kishi failed to obtain American 
agreement to revise the treaty im- 
mediately, and in the June 21 joint 
communique with President Eisenhow- 
er promised to establish an inter-gov- 
ernmental committee to discuss the 
problems pertaining to the Security 
Treaty. 

The promise took shape in the Jap- 
anese-American Committee on Securi- 
ty which now exists, and one of its 
major assignments, namely, consulta- 
tion to “assure that any action taken 
under the treaty conforms to the prin- 
ciples of the United Nations Charter,” 
was disposed of by the September ex- 
change of notes. Another major task 
of the committee, namely, considera- 
tion of “future adjustments in the re- 
lationships between the United States 
and Japan in these fields adequate to 
meet the needs and aspirations of 
the peoples of both countries,” is yet 
to be done. 


To Japan, this means removal of 
the remnants of the Occupation days 
from the Security Treaty or a total 
revision of the treaty. Foreign Minis- 
ter Fujiyama says he will tackle this 
problem next. This, however, is hard 
to accomplish unless the war-renounc- 
ing Constitution itself is rewritten and 
Japan’s armed férces grow into a mod- 
ern, strong army. 


Gifts to the President

When asked at a news conference 
about receiving gifts, President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower said he never accepts 
them if “the giver seems to have any 
selfish motives of any kind.” 


Certainly such a yardstick displays 
only the minimum of prudence. There 
are many men in public office, much 
lower than that of the presidency, who 
refuse to accept any gift whatsoever. 


Such men exercise this abstinence 
and self-denial for several obvious rea- 
sons. They know it is not always pos- 
sible to detect a selfish motive. They 
know high public office is a place of 
influence and few givers are unaware 
of this fact. They also know that, 
even though they themselves can dis- 


cern no selfish motives in the giving 
of gifts, the public may. not believe 
gifts can be separated from the curry- 
ing of favor and privileges. 

During the days when the press was 
screaming corruption and influence 
peddling because members of the Tru- 
man Administration were receiving 


‘mink coats, deep freezes and free lodg- 


ing, more than one so accused claimed 
the gifts were innocent. 

Neither the public, the press nor the 
Republican opposition was inclined to 
accept such explanations at that time. 

No one believes President Eisen- 
hower is being bribed by gifts but 
many believe he lacks an exacting re- 
spect for the office in accepting them.

New Orleans in the ’80s 


SKYE CAMERON, by Phyllis A. Whit- 
ney. (Appleton-Century-Crofts, 316 pgs., 
$3.75.) 


The place—New Orleans in one of 
its most bizarre, most troubled eras 
—and not the story, is the thing to 
look for and to remember longest in 
this broadly painted, romantic tale of 
the 1880s in the South. 


Miss Whitney, whom readers will 
recall as the author of “The Quick- 
silver Pool” and “The Trembling 
Hills,” has worked hard and well to 
evoke the piebald colors, the richly 
pungent smells and the daily contra- 
dictions of an earlier time in the 
Crescent City. With resource and 
skill she brings to life a setting of 
teeming crowds at the market place, 
of wary natives and newly arrived 
Americans, a locale of intrigue and 
conflict in the post-Civil War days. 


Her plot may be considered some- 
thing else again, a matter of some- 
what routine outline: a red -headed 
heroine, recently

DDT from planes last May and 
June in an attempt to check 
the gypsy moth in parts of New 
York state, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. Federal court 
suits, claiming damage to crops 
and livestock, have been filed 
in an effort to halt the spray- 
ing. 

Speakers at the convention 
said the toxic effects of DDT 
might last five to seven years, 
and that 500 newer and more 
lethal pesticides are being de- 
veloped. 

They agreed that mass spray- 
ing by plane of DDT and other 
pesticides is harmful to some 
forms of wildlife, including 
birds, fish and insects. 

Mrs. Thomas M. Waller, na- 
tional chairman for conserva- 
tion of the Garden Club \g@ 
America and a member of the 
Bedford (N.Y.) Audubon Soci- 
ety; spoke as a property owner. 

Mrs. Waller presented sworn 
statements and other testimony 
about damage to her 200-acre 
dairy and produce farm and to 
other farms and properties in 
the northern part of Westches- 
ter county, N.Y., allegedly 
caused by last spring’s DDT 
sprayings. 

She said cows’ milk was con- 
taminated, a spinach crop 
ruined by spotting and burning, 
birds and pond fish poisoned, 
and frogs, bees and other in- 
sects killed. 

Mrs. Waller presented re- 
ports from others telling of loss 
of bee colonies, the death of 
many birds and small animals, 
the contamination of pools and 
streams—all attributed to DDT 
spraying.

Loebs Murder by a Fellow Prisoner 


Leopold Tells of Fatal Slashing of ‘the Best Pal | Ever Had’ 


Eighth instaliment in Na- 
than Leopold’s own story. 
As the years crept on, Leo- 
pold found prison life easier 
in the more modern institu- 
tion at Stateville. He had 
opportunities for more in- 
teresting work; on the statis- 
tical analysis of success and 
failures in the parole system 
being done by a Sociological 
Office set up by the state; 
on setting up a prison library 
after the old one had been 
destroyed in a riot. Loeb, 
after a while, was also moved 
to Stateville. He worked in 
the prison greenhouse and 
then he and Leopold to- 
gether established a high- 
school level correspondence 
course for convicts. They 
now had a certain amount of 
freedom of movement inside 
the walls.

URING the four years pre- 

eding his death, Dick and 

I were as close as it is pos- 
sible for two men to be. What- 
ever happened to be our indi- 
vidual assignments, we worked 
together, as a team. The school 
was a joint project, but we 
worked together just as surely 
on the library, the greenhouse, 
the Sociological Research Of- 
fice. And we played handball 
as partners, and bridge. But 
much more than that, we 
planned together and shared 
our individual problems. No 
matter what our separate ac- 
tivities for the day might be, 
we made it an invariable prac- 
tice to have a 20-minute talk 
immediately after breakfast 
each day. We cut everything 
up together, whether it con- 
cerned him, or me, or both of 
us. We had no secrets. Often 
we disagreed about something. 
Usually, after talking it out, 
we were able to reach agree- 
ment. For the rare cases when 
we couldn’t, we adopted an 
iron-clad maxim: Safer counsel 
shall prevail. If, after hashing 
a subject over, it became ap- 
parent that we could not agree, 
we did that thing which was 
safer, more conservative. I’m 
sure we saved ourselves a lot 
of trouble that way. 

Jan. 28, 1936, was a very 
cold day—below zero. We had 
some sweet rolls, bought from 
the commissary, and, as we fre- 
quently did, Dick and I and 
our two cell partners had 
breakfast in the cell instead 
of going to the dining room. 
While we were eating, Jimmie 
Day dropped in on his way 
to work and had a roll with 
us. He said to Dick that he’d 
see him around noon. I didn’t 
pay any particular attention to 
the remark. That morning Dick 
and I corrected lessons, as 
usual, and discussed a new 
course in college algébra we 
were considering adding to the 
curriculum. It was a dull, 
routine morning; I remember 
Dick remarked that nothing 
very exciting ever seemed to 
happen. At 11:30, Dick picked 
up his bath towel and clean 
socks and underwear and said 
he was going out for a shower. 
I returned to my cell and 
started work on the introduc- 
tion to the algebra course. 

At about 12:20, Abe Belski, 
who worked in the dining 
room, came by on the gallery. 
He told me that there had been 
some trouble and that Dick 
was pretty badly hurt. They 
had taken him to the hospital. 

Just then two lieutenants 
came into the cell house and 
went straight to Dick’s cell and 
began to shake it down. I 
grabbed my hat and coat and 
started out of the cell house. 
The keeper on the cell house 
door wouldn’t let me through. 
I went to the center of the 
flag, where the cell house 
keeper and Prof. Callahan, the 
superintendent of education, 
were sitting, and asked to be 
sent up to the hospital. I told 
them that I had heard that 
Dick had been hurt and I 
wanted to go up there. The 
keeper didn’t want to send me 
on his own responsibility. Fi- 
nally I prevailed on him to 
phone the deputy or the ward- 
en for authority. Neither was 
in his office; the warden’s of- 
fice reported that he had just 
gone to the hospital. Things 
looked more and more omi- 
nous. I was insistent, and final- 
ly Prof. Callahan volunteered 
to take me as far as the hos- 
pital gate. From there on, I 
was on my own. 

The keeper at the_ gate 
wouldn’t let me in without 
authority; the warden was in 
the hospital and not available. 
Just as I was debating whether 
I could kick the gate in, I 
caught sight of Father Weir, 
the Catholic chaplain, hurrying 
in from the front. I hailed him 
and asked him to get permis- 
sion for me to come in. In a 
moment he returned and I was 
let in. 

Dick was already on the op- 
erating table, with an ether 
mask over his face. Shedding 
my coat and cap as I ran, I 
hurried into the operating 
room. Four doctors were work- 
ing on Dick—two on his throat 
and two on his body. Dick’s 
throat was. cut—a series of 
four deep gashes had almost 
severed his head from his 
body. His trunk, his arms, his 
legs, were one mass of knife 
cuts. No place on his entire 
body could you go six inches 
without encountering a cut. He 
was breathing through a rub- 
ber tube inserted into his 
windpipe through the gaping 
hole in his throat.

At quarter to three, the door 
of the operating room opened, 
and in came one of Dick’s 
brothers, accompanied by two 
other men. It took me a mo- 
ment to recognize them—both 
were doctors, father and son. 
The elder doctor was the ob- 
stetrician who had delivered 
both Dick and me; he was a 
life-long friend of the Loebs. 
Now the little old man stepped 
to the head of the operating 
table, lifted Dick’s right hand 
in both his, and stroked it 
gently. His eyes were filled 
with tears and he mumbled 
something silently, under his 
breath. And so, at seven min- 
utes to three, with his hand in 
those of the man who had 
brought him into the world, 
Dick left the world. 

As the visiting doctor turned 
to leave, he said, with a break 
in his voice, “Who's going to 
tell his mother?” The other 
doctors stripped off their 
gloves and gowns and left, 
too. 

Leo, the surgical nurse, pre- 
pared to wash Dick’s blood- 
stained corpse and I helped. 
But each time we moved his 
body, it began to bleed again. 
I noticed that each of his fin- 
ger-tips bore cut upon cut. 
What a struggle he must have 
put up, even though the first 
slash evidently was the deep- 
est one on his throat. It had 
obviously been inflicted from 
the back. 

We covered him, at last, 
with a sheet, but after a mo- 
ment I folded the sheet back 
from his face and sat down on 
a stool by the table, where he 
lay. I wanted a long last look 
at the best pal I’ve ever had. 

For, strange as it may sound 
to others, that is just what he 
was. 

In one sense, he was also 
the greatest enemy I have ever 
had. For my friendship with 
him had cost me my life. 

It was Dick who had origi- 
nated the idea of committing 
the crime that had cost me my 
life, he who had planned it, 
he who had largely carried it 
out. But that doesn’t, in my 
eyes at least, alter the truth 
of my statement that he was 
the best pal I’ve ever had.

S I sat now, by his corpse, 
A te strangeness of the 
basic, fundamental ambiva- 
lence of his character was 
borne in on me. 

For Dick possessed more of 
the truly fine qualities than 
almost anyone else I have ever 
known. He was loyal to a fault. 
He could be sincere, he could 
be honestly and selflessly dedi- 
cated. His devotion to the 
school proves that. He truly, 
deeply wanted to help his fel- 
low man. 

How, I mused, could those 
personality traits co-exist with 
the other side of Dick’s char- 
acter? For there was another 
side. Dick just didn’t have the 
faintest trace of conventional 
morality. Not just before our 
incarceration. Afterwards, too. 
I don’t believe he ever, to the 
day of his death, felt truly re- 
morseful for what he had done, 
Sorry that we had been caught, 
of course. And truly remorse- 
ful for the grief he had caused 
his family. That was as genuine 
as could be. But remorseful 
for the murder itself? I hon- 
estly don’t think so. 

And yet the guy could, and 
did, make sacrifices for his 
ideals. He could, and did, face 
danger courageously. He was 
true to his lights. And yet 
there persisted in his make-up, 
to the very day of his tragic 
death an element of the de- 
monic. 

And my attitude toward Dick 
was as ambivalent as was its 
object. Before our arrest, I was 
bedazzled; I couldn’t see his 
faults. But afterwards—especi- 
ally after our seven years of 
total separation in prison—lI 
surely wasn’t bedazzled any 
longer. I had _ opportunity 
enough to think, and think 
hard, about him. To attain 
some degree of objectivity at 
a safe distance from the mag- 
netism of his personality.

“After finding that my part- 
ner was penniless and that the 
opponents liked hearts them- 
selves, I decided to take a 
flyer on the combination of 
shortness in hearts and the 
existence of a few trump spots 
that I hoped would be in dum- 
my. As you can see, I was 
given everything I could have 
wished for.”

more, for he needed help from 
the defense to make his con- 
tract. 

“‘As is often the case in such 
hands,” Foster observes, “the 
defense did what looked like 
the smartest thing, and it was 
just what I needed.

Suggestions 
On Preparing 


Lamb Cuts 


By Edith M. Barber 


OST of us are not too fa- 

miliar with lamb cuts. We 

usually select chops for 
broiling, or leg for roasting 
and, once in a while, other por- 
tions for stew. We know the 
difference between rib and loin 
chops, but we are not so fa- 
miliar with those from the 
shoulder. 

Food editors who attended 
the recent conference in Chi- 
cago and saw a whole lamb 
carcass carved before their eyes 
feel much better acquainted 
with this meat. We shall doubt- 
less be using it much more 
often with the herbs presented 


to us as particularly appropri- - 


ate. One of these was rose- 
mary, and the other, a “secret” 
mixture, known as lamb herbs. 

For a roast, low temperature 
baking is recommended. The 


meat should be rubbed with . 


soft or melted butter and with 
seasoned flour. After the meat 
is browned, a chicken broth 
and wine or wine-vinegar mix- 
ture with the rosemary is used 
for basting. Thirty-five min- 
utes per pound, at a tempera- 
ture of 350 degrees through 
the whole period, is recom- 
mended. 

For a mixed grill, loin chops 
are suggested, although therib 
chops may be used. Shoulder 
chops are better pan-broiled, 
and should be cooked over a 
rather low heat during the 
whole process. As they are not 
so tender as the others, I like 
to cover the skillet after brown-
